WILL 


Contract Signed This Morning 


Work to Begin at Once. The 


Court of Inquiry. 


New York, Feb. 22.—The Merrltt and 


Chapman derrick and wrecking company 
today signed a contract with the govern- 
ment to raise the battle ship Maine. Their 
most powerful tug, the Monarch, leaves 
New York for Havana today followed by 
two other tugs. Work will be begun as 
soon as possible. 
The Monarch carried 


two expert divers and complete wreck- 
ing machinery. 


The tug has a total equipment of 100 


men, and the firm is confident of success. 
A. tug with three divers for the undei- 
writers left Key West today. 


Havana, Feb. 22.—Gen. Lee and the 


members of the court of inquiry into the 
Maine disaster called this morning on 
Captain General Blanco and Admiral 
Manterol. They then resumed their ses- 
sion. 
It is believed that a number of 


bodies will be removed from the forward 
hatch of the Maine today. 


The board of inquiry met Monday

of an interview:

give the Associated Press news, but ow- 
ing to the delicate situation the board 
has decided to make nothing whatever 
public. 
I do not know what testimony 


may develop, and it is only fair to the 
Spanish government not to tell the pub- 
lic the testimony until all has been re- 
ceived and the findings have been con- 
sidered. 
You may say that this rule 


is absolute. 
Due care will be taken for 


the rigid enforcement of it, and all 
stories purporting to come from the 
court should be set down as false. 
I 


have no idea as to how long the court will 
remain here. 
No one is authorized to 


fix the time, as the members themselves 
do not know." 


Captain Sigsbce told the correspon- 


dent that he was quite pleased with the 
examination and that he was able to 
answer all the questions asked, not only 
as to his own acts, but as to those of his 
subordinates on the Maine. 
He gave 


the correspondent a watch 
to take 


ashore for repairs. 
It was found in a 


drawer in the captain's cabin. The hour 
and second hand were gone, but the 
minute hand pointed to 32 minutes after 
four. 


Spaniards Not Interfering. 


Havana, Feb. 22.—The Spanish offi- 


cials are not interfering with the inves- 
tigation into the cause of the Maine 
disaster. Consul General Lee has noti- 
fied the captain of the port that the 
wrecking tug Right Arm will be here. 
No objection will be made to the pres- 
ence of the tug or her prospective work. 
She will probably makewn early attempt 
to save the big guns, and if possible the 
more valuable parts of the Maine's ma- 
chinery. 


Testerday the divers found a copper 


cylinder used in conveying charges to 
the six-inch guns. The fact that it had 
exploded seems to show that there was 
an explosion in the magazine for fixed 
ammunition on the port side forward. 


Want of Sympathy Alleged. 


New York, Feb. 22.—If some of the 


people who came here yesterday after- 
noon on a steamer from Havana are to 
be believed, the Spanish residents of 
that city are not as sympathetic as 
they have been described in dispatches. 
On the contrary it would appear to be 
all show. 
Not only are they accused of 


callousness, but of feeling pleasure at 
the disaster. 


C. P. Holcomb of Newcastle, Del., gen- 


eral manager of a street railroad in 
Philadelphia, was outspoken in his be- 
lief that the investigation at Havana 
would reveal startling circumstances. 
"I went to Havana," said Mr. Holcomb, 
"not at all in sympathy with the in- 
eurgents, but on Wednesday, when we 
got to Havana, I believe many of the 
Americans on beard were in\a mood to 
commit murder. The flags of the Span- 
ish warship were not at half mast. The 
vessels of all other nationalities had 
paid this slight tribute to the dead. I 
had a telegram to bring Back the re- 
mains of Apprentice Glazier, who is the 
son of my bookkeeper. I found that he 
was among the saved. The contrast be- 
.tween the bearing of the Spaniards and 
Cubans is strong. At the funeral of the 
Maine's seamen the Cuban women in the 
streets wore almost all dressed in mourn- 
ing, while the Spanish ladies wore colors. 
The only American flags I saw in the 
whole procession were two smr.H ones 
about three by six inches. I went aboard 
the Alphonso XII and was received po- 
litely. The only expression of regret I 
heard there was from an officer, who 
complained that the force of the Maine 
explosion had broken his toilet bottles. 
There can be no mistaking the indiffer- 
ence of the Spaniards In Havana over 
the loss of the warship and those on 
board. On Thursday while driving to 
the cemetery with two American friends 
I was assailed with jeers, and someone 
threw a large stone at our carriage." 


One of the Maine's Crew. 


Providence, Feb. 22.—One of the Maine's 


crew, who is here on a visit, in a talk 
about the disaster said: 
"My opinion 


Is that the magazines will be found in- 
tact, for I don't think they exploded. 
There was on the Maine at the time she 
was blown up, a lot of fixed ammuni- 
tion, and this was probably exploded. 
I think this caused the second and third 
explosions, and It came from the sweep- 
ing fire and flame that followed from 
thf mine or torpedo which exploded be- 
cj>n.tb tlio vessel. 


"The fixed ammunition was for in- 


stant use in an emergency. There are 
a. good many reasons why I am sure the 
vessel was blown up by Spanish design. 
We all feared it for a week before it oc- 
curred, and none of the survivors is at 
all astonished that the plot was carried 
out just as v/e anticipated it would be. 
The investigation by the divers and the 
naval inquiry will demonstrate that I 
am •' at in saying the disaster was no 
at .aent." 


Regarding the volcanic upheaval of 


the explosion, the sailor says it was 
awful, and that he never thought that 
a naval monster like the Maine could 
be lifted out of its element in such a 
manner. 


Social Courtesies Abandoned. 


Washington, Feb. 22.—The 
social 


courtesies which the government in- 
tended to extend to the officers of the 
Vizcaya have been abandoned on ac- 
count of the Maine catastrophe. 
As 


a result the stay of the Vizcaya at New 
York probably will be materially short- 
aned and she will likely sail within the 
next three days, probaby on Thursday 
next. 
The ship will proceed direot Jo 


Havana, not stopping at Charleston or 
other ports, as had been suggested dur- 
ing the earlier preparations. 


The Vizcaya will not coal at New 


York, according to the understanding 
here, nor will it be necessary for her 
to take coal before reaching Havana. 
This determination gives the author- 
ities relief, as the taking on of coal in 
time of public excitement is attended 
with more or less risk, the coal afford- 
ing an opportunity to extremists for the 
secretion of explosives, despite the ut- 
most precaution that may be taken. 


Hastening Diving Work. 


Washington, Feb. 22.—Developments 


in the Maine disaster Monday were of 
a negative character, greatly to the dis- 
appointment of a considerable number 
of persons who were looking for a 
startling discovery by a diver working 
in the sunken hull. 
The state depart- 


ment, after learning that Lieutenant 
Commander Sobral wag no longer rec- 
ognized as an attache of the Spanish 
legation, decided to ignore the interview 
attributed to him, which it at first was 
disposed to resent. 


For obvious reasons Captain Sigsbee 


at Havana is making the most stren- 
ous efforts to hasten the recovery of the 
bodies, possibly 100 still being impris- 
oned in the wreck of the Maine. It was 
a kno\\ ledge of the captain's desire that 
led General Lee to notify the navy de- 
partment for more divers. 
This had 


the desired effect, for the department 
took action to send more help. Admiral 
Sicarcl has telegraphed from Key West 
that he has sent five divers to Captain 
Sigsbee, and asked if that is sufficient. 
The acting- chief of the navigation bu- 
reau directed the admiral to put him- 
self in communication with Captain Sigs- 
bee and learn his needs. 


A Talk With Soliral. 


New York, Feb. 22.—A representative 


of the Associated Press called on Lieu- 
tenant Commander Sobral, naval at- 
tache to the Spanish legation at Wash- 
ington, and asked if the reported inter- 
view held with him had been accurately 
stated. Lieutenant Commander Sobral, 
who understands a little English when it 
is spoken very slowly, said that he had 
been misunderstood, hense n'-isquoted. 
The construction placed upoa his re- 
marks had led to an erroneous deduc- 
tion. He had not made unkind or harsh 


i remarks about the officers of the Maine. 


Monument to the Daacl. 


New York, Feb. 22.—The theatrical

Defense in Lattimer Trial Makes a 


Strong Showing. 
Sheriff 


Martin Pounced Upon. 


' Wilkesbarre, Pa., Feb. 22.—At Mon- 
day's session of the court in which 
Sheriff Martin and his deputies are on 
trial for the Hazelton affair, Mr. Ferris 
presented in detail the facts of the case 
as the defense hopes to prove them. It 
will endeavor to show that there had 
been rioting throughout the region; 
that the sheriff, was justified in sending 
out the posse, and that he was also justi- 
fied in ordering the shooting at Lattimer 
if he deemed it necessary. 


He then detailed the movement of the 


strikers from the time they left Harwood 
until they reached Lattimer. "There," 
he said, "the sheriff .advanced alone to 
meet them. Instantly there was a 
tumult of yells. Five or six men 
pounced upon the sheriff, seized him, 
shoved him into a ditch on the left of the 
road and began beating him. Two of 
them flourished revolvers at him, and a 
third made a savage stab at him -with a 
knife. The sheriff in his struggles freed 
his right arm and drew his revolver and 
snapped it at cne of his assailants. It 
would not go off. Instantly the man, 
Novnatna, struck him a vicious blow in 
the face with his fist and knocked him 
to his knees. All at once a revolver shot 
rang out from the rushing mob, then 


another, then three close tege'tSir, then 
a rattling volley from the guns which 
lasted a few seconds, less than half a 
minute, and ceased when the mob gave 
way. The order to fire was given, by 
whom we do not know, but it was none 
too soon, fof the head of the charging 
column had rushed within 15 feet of the 
deputies' line before the attack was re- 
pulsed. That, gentlemen, is the story 
of Lattimer as you will hear it from the 
deputies. We expect a verdict of ac- 
quittal." 


The first witness for the defense was 


Catherine Weisenborn. She said: "The 
strikers gathered a.t Harwood on the 
day of the sheeting and one of them, 
Gasberick, who testified for the state, 
entered Mike Kinaski's house and tried 
to get him to go out, crying: 'If yoa 
don't come we'll kill you.' Kinaski was 
in hiding and escaped, r.nd as the strik- 
ers departed ihey cried: 'We'll tuow the 
white people what we'll do when we 
come back.' 1 saw the strikers chase a 
number of people. They were all armed 
with clubs and stones, and some had re- 
volvers." 


Eliza Grace of Harwood said her hus- 


•band ran into the brush when he heard 
the strikers w&re approaching, as he was 
afraid of them. "They tramped through 
my fruit garden," said Mrs. Grace, "and 
broke my bean poles in two to make 
clubs. They caught John Edrnondson 
and would have taken him along forci- 
bly had not his wife clung to him and 
begged them to release him." 


Ko^e Gillespie of Harwood told how 


she had sent her four boys into the brush 
to hide, fearing the strikers would hurt 
them. 


Catherine Brennan hid her 15-year-old 


boy and went out to look at the strikers. 
They were armed with clubs, hammers 
and stones. One man fired a shot in the 
air. Others fired into the brush where 
many of the men were hiding-. Mrs. 
Brennan said she saw Martin Shofronick 
march into Joe Schultz's house, crying 
that if he did not come out he would 
be killed. Schultz was in hiding; and 
could not be found. 


Mrs. Michael Gallagher of Harwood 


said she was stoned by the strikers, and 
Mrs. Charles Miller said her husband 
had gone to West Hazelton when he 
heard the strikers were approaching. 
This concluded the testimony for the" 
day.

duties of grand juries, but only in fiscal 
matters, and would not include criminal 
jurisdiction, or questions of compensa- 
tion for malicious injuries (Irish "Ohs").

A Violent Storm. 


The ssvore storm of Sunday was ooi>_ 


tinned Monday, at least the wind part, 
which, if anything, was worse than it was 
the day before. A perfect hurricane from 
the east swept the valley hil the middle 
of the afternoon, when there was some 
abatement.

It was a job to straighten 
out the tangle, but several men went to 
Mr. Laplante's assistance, and it was done 
after considerable labor.

damaged. Mr. Laplante escaped injury 
by jumping from the sleigh before it 
w«nt over. The meat was scattered in all 
directions. A hack was blown over, also 
Paquette'a bakery sleigh, and a hearse 
with which Undertaker Lord came from, 
North Adams for a body was blown oyer 
on the factory ground. This was before 
the body had been placed in the hearse. 
Many sleighs were saved from being 
overturned by heading the horses to the 
wind. A chimney was blown off the 
Prnch church and tbe street* on the fac- 
tory ground were strewn with slate from 
the roofs of the houses. Several large 
panes of glass were broken from the win- 
dows in the Severance block and slate 
was ripped from the roof. Dead limbs of 
trees were scattered every whera.Onthouse8 


on thB factory ground were overturned 
by the wholesale. A large sash on the rear 
piazza of Dr. Hull's house was blown in 
and much of the glass broken. This oc- 
curred Sunday night. The air was full of 
sleet much of the time and the storm is 
pronounced the severest of its kind in 25 
years. There was more or less damage in 
various parts of the town, the greatest 
fury 
of the storm was felt in this 


Tillage. The street cars were badly de- 
layed, but men were kept at work clean- 
ing the track and good service was ren- 
dered, considering the circumstances. 
Noel & Royal's market on Cole avenue 
in Edmund Noel's building, was in the 
dir:ct path of the storm.

Fifth Avenne Hotel Again. 


Renewal of the talk about the demoli- 


tion of the Fifth Avenue hotel on the es- 
piration of the present lease to snake way 
for a tall block of stores brings to mind 
the fact that this historic hostelry ^was 
opened to the public 89 years ago next 
August, in 1859. It took the place of an 
old fashioned roadhouce or tavern whose 
title, Madison Cottage, was painted in 
great black letters on a sign that could bo 
seen almost as far as the cottage itself. 
V.'hen it was built or by whom no one 
now sojourning in this vale of tears ap- 
peara to know, but when it was torn down, 
in 1S56, it bad been a famous place foe 
man and beasi for some decades at least. 


In its way Madison Cottage was one of 


the institutions of midcentury New York. 
There gathered men of almost every grade 
—merchants, bankers, politicians, the pro- 
totypes of the present men about town, oat- 
tie drovers from Connecticut and up the 
state, professional men, casual visitors, 
distinguished guests brought by their 
hosts. 
There one might always hear the 


latest gossip; there in summer one might 
drink cooling beverages under the shade 
of the wide veranda roof and in winter 
comfort his inside with the hottest and 
spiciest of Jamaica ormedford. There, too, 
meals were cooked and served exactly to 
the taste of the men of those days. 


Many who frequented Madison Cottage 


drove there daily from the city that still 
lay to the eouth, for there was tnen a 
much larger percentage than now among 
Ke\v Yorkers who owned and drove road 
wagons. 
Those who had no "rigs" of 


their own could easily make the trip by 
public convoyanco, since stages lumbered 
back and forth, arriving and departing 
from the cottage at intervals'of only four 
minutes. 


History Bopeats Itself. 


Madison square itself, now a beautiful 


small park, artistically laid out and assid- 
uously oared for, was then only a rough, 
rocky pasture lot, overgrown with bushes 
and crisscrosFed by cow paihs, and there 
was a storm cf protests when Mr. Eno an- 
nounced to his friends that he thought the 
site of the cottage about right for the loca- 
tion of a great block of marble stores. 
Curious, isn't it, that his intention to 
make the junction of Twenty-third street, 
Broadway and Fifth avenue a seat of 
great shops, then frustrated by the force of 
circumstances, should now be renewed 
with a fair cbsr.ce of being carried out? 


The cause of tho plan's abandonment in 


Ic57 was the panic of that year. When it 
fell \ipon this devoted town, the walls of 
Mr. Eno's marble structure had been ad- 
vanced to the second story, but work had 
to be stopped and tho whole was boarded 
over till such time ns money should be 
easier again.

It bad been oxpos«4 (or (Ale iu 4 
native shop at Tokyo and attnsoe»d the at- 
tention of a visitor, who brought tho carl- 
*»i»y to me sim ply as a specimen «f arMriio 
work. The book •onsUtttl •! e series of 
pictures delineating the »dion»tt»*a of ths 
crow of a shipwrecked vessel. The boat 
eontoining the survivors arrived on tfc« 
Hberes of an island tenanted only by wom- 
en. Tke artiat had depicted with barbaric 
fldalliy to nature and with grim humor 
how tho atttasious of the numerous fair 
ones became embnrrassing to the small 
pnrty of visitors, until at last the sailors 
Imd to fly to thalr boat and escape to the 
dangers of the dsop rather than «ci!nro tho 
overwhelming attentions of tho hostesses 
too fair acsl kind. 
Tho book and its sub- 


ject would have pwsed from my memory 
as » mere ploasBnt'y had L not soon after 
found whai cue may call the "letterpress" 
of tho illustrations, circulating as a legend 
in the Friendly islands. 
A circumstance 


so remarkable as thia coincidence of ideas 
iii peoples so far removed both in point of 
distance and of race as tho Tongans and 
the Japanese could not fail to strike one 
deeply Interested in the anthropology of 
Oceanian. 


The Tfengan legend was heard by Mari- 


ner at tho beginning of the century, long 
before any white colonists resided in tho 
Friendly islands, and although I have not 
been able to get ths story direct from Fiji 
or Samoa, I have not tho slightest doubt 
that voyagers so hardy as Japanese and 
Polynesians ara famous for having basu iu 
past centuries must have had some foun- 
dation of fact on which to build so strange 
a tale. Its confirmation we have in the 
relation of tho celebrated missionary Dr. 
James Chalmers of Now Guinea. Hero is 
tho modern account of the woman's island: 


"At Port Moresby 1 had heard of a 


woman's land, a land where only women 
—perfect 
amazons—lived 
and 
ruled. 


These ladies wero reported to be excellent 
tillers of the soil, splendid canoeists in 
sailing or paddling and quite able to hold 
their own against attacks of the sterner 
sex, who sometimes tried to invade their 
country. 


"To find BO interesting a community 


was of great moment. As no part of the 
coast from the East cape to Port Moresby 
would be left anvisited by us, wo were 
certain to come across the amazonian set- 
tlement.- 
"We heard that Maillukolo (Tou- 


lon) canoes with women were numerous, 
nnd some very large ones with women 
alone. In the early morning we were off 
the island and soon ready to land. On 
crossing the reef we met two canoes, one 
with men and one with women. We 
signed to them to go to the vessel, while 
we pulled up to the large village on the 
north side. 


"As the boat totiched the fine, hard 


.sandy beach a man, the only being in 
'eight, ran down and stood in front. I 
went forward to spring ashore, but he said 
•I must not Finding he knew the Daunai 
'dialect, I Raid' to him I must land, that I 
was a friend and gave him a strip of red 
cloth and stopped ashore, when he ran 
away Into the bush. 


"At our first approach I could only see 


this one man, but now I saw hundreds 
of grass petticoats on women standing un- 
der the houses. I could not see the upper 
parts of their bodies, only tho petticoats 
and feet. 
They were indeed quiet until I 


advanced nearer, when one wild scream 
was given that would try strocRer nerves 
than mine and signs to keep r.wey. It re- 
quired more inquisdtivoness than I pos- 
sessed to proceed. I retired a fsw paces, 
warning the boat's crew to keep a good 
lookout and especially from the bush end 
of the village, where the man ran to. I 
invited tho dusky damsels to come to me 
if they objected to my visiting them; but 
no, I must return whenae I came. They 
had seen me, that was enough. 'No, my 
friends; we must meet, and you will have 
eorae presents." 


"I held up my beads and red oloth; but, 


strange to say, they seemed to have no 
effect on that strange crowd. I never saw 
BO many women together. 
How were we 


to meet? was the question. To be balked 
by them would never do. I threw on the 
beach a piece of red cloth and a few beads, 
walked awny quite carelessly and appar- 
ently not noticing what was taking place. 
A girl steals from out tho crowd, stops, 
crosses hor hands, pressing her breast. 
Poor thing, not courage enough, so light- 
ninglike she speeds back. It is evident the 
old ladies object to the younger ones at- 
tempting, ancl tijoy aro themselves too 
frightened. Another youeg damsel about 
9 or 10 years old comes out, runs, halts, 
walks catlike lest tho touch of her feet on 
the sand should waken me from my rev- 
erie. 
Atiofcber halt, holds her chest, lest 


the spirit should take its flight or the pat- 
tering heart jump right out. I fear it was 
beyond the slight patter then and had 
reached the stentorian thump of soriuub 
times. 
On, a rush, well done! Sho picks 


cloth and beads ap. 


"I have gained my point and will soon 


hnvo the crowds—no need to wait so long 
to have the baits picked now, and after a 
fow more tomptings it is done, I am be- 
sieged by the noisest crowd I have ever 
met, and am truly glad to escape on board 
tho boiit. 
We weat to tha ves?al and 


brought her round to tho west'side, where 
we anchored.

and six men and an ambulance were or- 
dered out within an hour to escort and 
convey the colonel's wifo down to the rail- 
road. For a year there had been no open 
act of hostility on the part of the Indians, 
but wo had known for weeks that they 
were mating ready for an outbreak.

come down to us in person as we stood be- 
sido our saddled borsos, knowing nothing 
of where we wore to go or the object of tho 
trip, but stranger yet that all "military 
etiquette" should go out of his voice and 
demeanor as he said: 


"Men, I am going to send my wife down 


to the railroad to go east. 
You are to be

all right. You are to make the best time 
possible. If attacked"— 


"We shall beat them off, sir," replied 


Sergeant Gregg after waiting half a min- 
ute for the colonel to finish. 


"I hope you can. I can only send the 


seven of you and a driver. Bight men 
ought to beat off 100 Indians, unless taken 
in ambush. Be watchful and prudent. 
Sergeant, you are an old Indian fighter. 
You will know best what to do. You will 
get away by 1 o'clock. Travel as fast as 
jyou can and as late as you can, so as to 
finish tho journey tomorrow. 
If you are 


attacked"— 


The colonel did not finish. He looked 


nt each man and horse, inspected tho am- 
bulance and its pair of mules, and with a 
half nod to us he walked away. His wife 
must go, and, owing to details and sick- 
Bess, no commissioned officer could bo 
sent along. If tho Indians were out, an 
escort of 20 men would not be too large. 
Only eight of us wero to go. Had he fin- 
ished his sentence he would have said: 


"If attacked and you art) about to fall 


into tho hands of tho red devils, do not let 
my wife be captured alivo." 


We understood what ho meant, though 


we said nothing to each other.

ter what ho or any one else feared, tho lit- 
tlo woman was almost merry as she took 
her seat in the ambulance for the start.

said the colonel's wife aa sho descended 
from the ambulance with the rifle in her 
hands. "Sergeant Gregg, wbut are you 
going to do now?" 


"Take cover, ma'am," he replied uu Lu 


gave her the military salute. 


"Yes, of course," she said as sho looked 


about. "Did you ever see a pair of mules 
run faster? I might have got a shot but 
for you juon behind. There must bo near 
100 Indians out there, but I guess wo are 
Bafo enough now." 


She rattlod on in ftbat fashion while we 


were taking the inulea from the ambu- 
lance and unsaddling our horses, and it 
was i\ grout weight off our ;ninds to real- 
ize that sho would not be a burdon on our 
hands. It wns idle to think of pursuing 
our journey in the darkness which would 
soon cloao down, nnd before morning 
there would bo plenty of Indinns on tho 
trail beyond. 
\Ve must take cover and 


hopa to stuiul them oil until help arrived 
or they s!'°w discouraged at tho siogo. As 
wo were consulting about location and de- 
fense tha colonel's wife came bnok to us 
Irom tha mouth of the gulch ar.d said: 


"That's tho place, over to ihe left, men. 


There's ii spring on that hill, with a good 
growth to shelter all, and you can see 
plenty of bowlders lying about." 


Tho sergeant hadsolucted the same spot, 


and in the course of a quarter of an hour 
wo wero ofC'ujjyina; it. 
We got the horses 


and imiles up tlsuro, but the vehicle was 
loft behind 
It \\MS a cono shaped hill 


amid hah' a tluzjn such, but ibcommanded 
the olhurs. It, was covered with pines and 
oednrs oi small growth, and there was a 
splendid sjj'iuy right on the crest. If the 
Indians had boon llcrco in their pursuit 
or crafty in their plans, we could not have 
renohod it. It was the outbreak of war 
again with thorn, and they were overcau- 
tious. 
They drew buck into the valley to 


consult, thus giving us a fair show, and 
we were snug enough when night foil and 
they made a dash for us, which we easily 
repulsed. Durkncss found us occupying a 
ciralo about 40 feet across, with stones and 
bowlders and trees for shelter, and, though 
the situation was an anxious one and full 
of danger, all we:ro in good spirits. 
We 


made a flro between two rocks and cooked 
our supper, aad by tha use of blankets wo 
put up a feentfor the colonel's wife, though 
against hor protests. After the one single 
effort of tho Indians, which was doubtless 
more of a reoonnoissarieo than an attack, 
we were left in peaco, though all through 
the night we haard sounds to prove they 
wero taking up positions on all sides of us 
and making ready for the morrow. 


None of us except the woman slept an 


hour all night long. Wo used levers to 
loosen bowlders and roll them into tha 
circle, and with our knives we cut off 
limbs nnd cut down small trees to further 
strengthen our fort. 
We got the horses 


into a sort of gully below us ana made tha 
position as safe as possible, and when day- 
light came there was aplhing more to be 
done. 
We had above 600 rounds of am- 


munition, food for three days and water 
was at band. 


Daybreak found us ready for an attack. 


Tho colonel's wife took her place, riflo in 
hand, between two mon, and for half an 
hour we expected a sudden rush. At the 
end of that time a single warrior appeared 
to view at the base of the hill and m bro- 
ken English demanded our surrender. The 
sergeant answered him that we were ready 
for them, and at the same time fired a shot 
which rolled the redskin's pony over. 
Three minutes later there was a circla of 
fire about us. Indians had mounted into 
trees to the right and left of us to get a 
plunging fire, and from the tops of two 
lower hills they poured in their bullets at 
random. We simply crouched clown be- 
hind the rocks and smoked our pipes, 
pleased that they were throwing away 
their cartridges. 
At the end of an hour 


they ceased firing. Not a man of us had 
been touched, but stray bullets had killed 
one of the mules and wounded two horses. 
There would be a rush nx>w, and as we 
made ready i'or it the colonel's wife sank 
down beside mo and quietly said: 


"I've tumbled over sage hens and jack 


rabbits, and I ought to be able to hit an 
Indian. 
Do I look frightened?" 


"You are as whito as a ghost, ma'am," 


I answered as I turned to hor. 


"But I'm all right," she smilingly said, 


"and hare they come." 


So they did. With every painted war- 


rior yelling at tho top of his voice tho en- 
tire baud charged us at once, taking in the 
whole circle. 
It was not until they got 


close up that we could see anything to 
shoot at, apd every few seconds tho ser- 
geant cried out to us to hold our fire. It 
was over in a minute. 
They did not ex- 


pect to find us intrenched, and we knocked 
them over like ninepins. 


I believe we killed or wounded a full

run thoin off. Had tho attack lasted a 
rnimito longer or been renowed two men 
and a woman would alone have opposed it. 
And among the queer things of that last 
dash was tho behavior of the colonel's wifo. 
With my own eyes I saw her shoot down 
the two warriors who leaped the breast- 
work, and I bpliovo she killed two or 
three more outside of it, and yet when tho 
attack had been repulsed tho little woman 
fell over in a dead faint, and for ten min- 
utes wa believed her dead from a bullet. 
\7hen she oame back to.life, sbo had a fit 
of weeping, and when that was over sho 
turned to and attended our hurts and was 
ready for another brush. 


V/e put in another night right there, not 


knowing that the Indians had drawn oft, 
but soon after sunrise nost morning were 
relieved of all anxiety by the appearance 
of a scout, who passed on and sent us aid 
from the fort. The colonel's wife did not 
get down to the railroad, for that was tho 
opening of a war which lasted for months, 
but there was no blame attached to any of 
the living who returned with her. On tho 
contrary, the old martinet of a colonel 
took each one of- us by the hand, breaking 
over "military etiquette" once more In his 
life, and said: 


"You did well, my man, and here's my 


hand on it, and I won't forget you!"

In a very short time mam- 
mas who had often envied the heroine 
of this story her easy carriage and sinu- 
ous grace besieged her with requests to 
admit their daughters to her classes — 
for there were several now. 
Money 


came with popularity, and as she had 
become the vogue, so to speak, she was 
soon in as comfortable circumstances as 
she had ever been. 


The Bast Woman Eider In the City. 
She now owns considerable property 


in the upper portion of this city, and if 
what I was told is true her income is, 
comparatively speaking, enormous. But 
she keeps on with her work and declares 
that she will never give up so long as 
she is able to sit a horse, which, to 
judge from her magnificent appearance 
at the present time, will be for a great 
many years to come. 


She has not been so foolish either as 


to rear her daughter in idleness. She 
has taught that young lady all that she 
knows about equestrianism, and she 
proudly asserts that her handsome girl 
is the best woman rider in this city — 
except herself. 


The Watch of a Suicide. 


A suicide's w&tch, carried in a shab- 


by waistcoat pocket through a long gam- 
ut of distress and failure, has visited 
the same ill fortune on the man to whom 
the timepiece was bequeathed. First, 
the very room in the little German ho- 
tel at 194' Avenue C in which the sui- 
cide died caught fire. Now the proprie- 
tor of the hotel, Herman Muller, the 
possessor of the watch, lies at the point 
of death. Over the little hotel, echoing 
but a few days ago with tbo loud laugh- 
ter of -the -proprietor, rests a cloud of 
gloom. 


Robert Niendorf commftted suicide 


in the hotel recently by taking carbolic 
acid. He was 63 years old and had lost 
bis position. Ho eat for a long time in 
the barroom rubbing his hand over the 
smooth face of the old silver watch and 
then went up to his room and ended his 
life. 


Everything: Went Wrong-. 


Muller and Niendorf were old friends. 


Many a time had Muller lent Niendorf 
money when the latter was out of work. 
Asa token of his appreciation Nien- 
dorf left Mnller the old silver watch. 


The nest day the room that had been 


occupied by Niendorf was discovered 
on fire. 


The clothes worn by the suicide, all 


his belongings, were destroyed before 
the firo could be extinguished. 


The day after the fire Muller was 


taken illwitL pneumonia, and his heart 
beat as feebly as the old worn silver 
Watch. John, his son, said: 


"Everything seems to have gone 


•wrong since Niendorf committed sui- 
cide." 


Khaldah Surprised Them. 


Khaldah, the mysterious Egyptian 


who employs cabalistic signs in his oc- 
cult demonstrations, had some fun with 
600 members of the Friendship society 
recently. The' seer had been asked to 
give an exhibition of his powers. And 
he gave one.

Almost as Dangerous From 


Within as From Without 


LESSONS OF THE MAINE DISASTER. 


It Strengthen* the Argument Against 


Building Battleships—The Horrible Pos- 
sibilities of Modern Warfare—Chairman 
Boutolle Defends Oar Naval Policy. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—[Special.]—One 


result of tho disaster to the Maine in Ha- 
vana harbor is an increase of the outcry 
against constructing great battleships for 
naval purposes. This sentiment is grow- 
ing in congress and it may bo difficult to 
secure appropriations for any considerable 
number of su^h vessels In tbo future. The 
objection raised to building craft of this 
type is that they are too easily destroyed. 
It Is putting too many eggs in one basket. 
Over at Havana a great modern fighting 
engine which cost this government com- 
plete more than $3,000,000 went to the 
bottom in a few hours, carrying with it 
300 precious lives. If a single explosion 
will causa such a tremendous loss, wreck- 
ing the whole of a ship and weakening 
the navy of which It is a part, men are 
asking what will be the fato of battleships 
in case of a naval war? 


Naval experts who are not wedded to 


any partioular form of construction toll mo 
that the next big war the world has upon 
the sea will develop the moat terrific de- 
struction of property and life that was ever 
witnessed. Hugo ships that cost 54,000,- 
000 to ?6,000,000 each, and which carry 
from 500 to 900 men, will go to pieces like 
eggshells. There will be a terrific crash- 
ing of steel, a deafening explosion of dyna- 
mite, gun cotton and powder, vain cries 
for help, blinding flashes cf flre, and then 
nothing but a faw bits of flouting wreck- 
age to mark where a noble ship floated but 
a short time before. 


These great modern fighting craft are 


almost as dangerous from within as from 
without. 
They are 
•*••»&! repositories of 


electricity, explosives and chemicals. De- 
spite all precautions taken by their build- 
ers and officers, despite all the adjuncts 
which science can suggest and ingenuity 
devise, a shot from the gun o£ an enemy 
may explode a magazine or the gun cotton 
carried for the torpedoes and wreck the 
whole vessel. When the next great naval 
engagement comes on, there will be many 
such scenes as that which the panicstricken 
people of Havana witnessed in their har- 
bor a few nights ago. Instead of one ship 
resolved into a volcano, a floating hell for 
the poor sailors caught between her decks, 
there will bo a half dozen or perhaps a 
score riddled by shell, exploded, burned, 
blackened, charred, turned into enamel 
houses. 


A Foretaste of Modern War. 


Modern development of the arts of naval 


construction, of ordnance, of explosives, 
of projectiles, has produced fighting ma- 
chines which are terrible inonsters. Lucky 
the ship that goes through an engagement 
with an enemy without having her mag- 
azines exploded by concussion. Lucky the 
sailor boys who escape being blown to 
pieces by their own petards. Literally, 
say naval experts with whom I have 
talked, the issue of a naval engagement 
between ships of equal class is going to be 
largely a matter of luck as to which side 
suffers most from its own explosives, from 
eruptions within its own walls of steel. 


In the disaster at Havana the American 


people have had just a slight foretaste of 
what modern naval war is likely to be. 
Instead of a single crew decimated till but 
a remnant remains, war will show us 
many such calamities. 
Instead of 280 


dead sailors to bury and their families to 
provide for, • wo shall have thousands. 
Nevertheless there is no fear of war herq. 
In Washington there has not been a great 
deal of war talk, though, of course, it 
would be impossible for such events as 
those of the last two weeks to fail to pro- 
duce in some men's minds an eagerness to 
got at the enemy and to solve a situation 
which must be productive of irritation as 
long as it continues. Much comfort is 
taken by well informed men in Washing- 
ton in the fact that this country is ready 
for war if war comes, that we have for a 
long time been carefully and systematical- 
ly preparing for it. I have already outlined 
in these dispatches to your paper the pre- 
cautions taken by our government, and I 
could give many more facts showing that 
when the dread word is passed, if it ever 
is, the United States will bo able to jump 
into the field ready to deal decisive blows 
with amazing rapidity. 


Chairman Boutelle's Opinion. 


As to the objections raised against con- 


struction of more battleships since the 
Maine went up in flre and shock, Chair- 
man Boutello of the naval committee of 
the house tells me the critics go too far. 
While it is true that in the event of dis- 
aster to a naval vessel of flrsT class type 
the loss will bo great, he points out that 
all the nations of the world are building 
more and more such ships, and it is too 
much to believe that all the world is mis- 
taken. Furthermore, the development of 
commercial shipbuilding is along the 
same lines, toward larger and larger ships. 
While merchant ships do not have to take 
the risks of explosives and projectiles, as 
battleships do, they must incur all the 
hazards of navigation, of storms, of acci- 
dents to their machinery and boilers and 
to their shafts and screws. Still the big 
steamship companies go on constructing 
bigger and bigger steamers. They are 
not afraid to put all their eggs in /a few 
baskets. 


"When men tell me we must stop build- 


ing battleships because once in 20 or 30 
years a ship of that class blows up," said 
Mr. Boutello, "I reply by saying that so 
must we stop building locomotives because 
now and then one explodes. Wo must 
abandon railways because frequently acci- 
dents occur by derailment or collision. 
We must stop putting up tall buildings be- 
cause here and there one is wrecked by a 
storm with loss of life. No, I do not be- 
lieve the world will abandon battleships 
because disaster overtook the Maine." 


Others whose opinions aro also entitled 


to weight say that the loss of the Maine 
has demonstrated with what ease a ship of 
the first class can he destroyed. One little 
torpedo, one shot from a high power gun, 
and it is all over. Therefore, they say, our 
development of the future navy of the 
United States should be along different 
lines, retaining a few battleships, of 
course, for coast defense and harbor work, 
but building more and more torpedo boats 
and small ships carrying one or two high 
power guns. In simple language, they 
argue for a division of the risks and a 
increase of the number of ships with th 
same expenditure and force o£ men.

A WILD WOMAN.

Off what ia known as Northwest cape, 


on tho eastern side of Australia, are a 
group of seven islands. 
The outermost 


one, 
which is 70 miles from the main- 


land, is called Lighthouse island, although 
there has never been a lighthouse erected 
there. 


It Is an Island two miles long and al- 


most as broad, the foundation of coral, 
nnd is entirely covered with trees and 
bushes 


Whaling vessels bound up the Java 


coast often call there for wood and water, 
end in the year 1840- a British ship was 
•wrecked there and 88 men lived on the 
island for ten months before being taken 
off. 


In the year 1873 I was one of the boat 


steerers in the lucky old whaleship Lily 
Smith of New Bedford, and after a cruise 
of 14 months without a man stepping foot 
ashore we were bearing up for Lighthouse 
island to renew our wood and water and 
feel the earth under our feet once more. 
"We reached a point within about four 
miles of the island just at sundown one 
night when the wind failed us, and after 
the ship had drifted in for another mile on 
the tide we came to anchor in seven fath- 
oms and made all snug. As the weather 
was fine only an anchor watoh was kept, 
and all went well until about midnight. 
Then some one was discovered paddling 
around the ship on a small raft, and an 
alarm was raised that turned out all 
hands. 
Some of the men insisted that it 


•was a negro, but with their nightglasses 
to aid them the officers were quite as cer- 
tain that it was a woman in a half nude 
state. They said she had loug hair, nar- 
row shoulders and handled her paddle 
with a certain awkwardness never seen in 
a man. In a general way we knew that 
the island was not inhabited, though 
probably visited at intervals by natives 
from the other islands and by shell gath- 
erers and fishermen. The person on the 
raft may have been sent out to spy on «s 
previous to an attack, or may have beets 
some lone individual impelled solely by 
curiosity. 
Whoever it was he disappeared 


as soon as an alarm was raised, and we 
heard nothing more during the night. 


Next morning, as soon as breakfast had 


been served, 20 of us went a'shore with the 
axes and water casks, and, for fear we 
mlgbt meet with adventure, four of the 
men were armed with muskets. As we 
landed on the sandy beach of a little cove 
we saw a small and queerly constructed 
raft pulled up on tho sands, and leading 
away from it were the tracks of human 
feet. 
It needed but a glance to Ehow that 


they were the footprints of a woman, and 
as wo noticed the construction of the raft 
tho dullest sailor could figure that no man 
ever put it together. We felt certain that 
there was a woman on the island, and as 
she had pulled off to the ship alone It 
might be inferred that she was solitary 
and alone amid the trees. 
There was a 


well defined path leading from the beach 
Into the woods, and as we were in search 
of wjter a part of us took this path while 
the others began felling trees. At aboul 
20 rods from tho beach we came upon a 
fine spring from which we could fill our 
casks, and for several hours, or until the 
captain came ashore, no one penetratec 
farther. After dinner, being satisfied thai 
the woman was alone on the island, am 
her failure to come near us being proo: 
that she was not in her right mind or was 
some native female who feared us, sis 
men wero detailed to go in search of hor. 
A few rods from tho spring, where the 
forest was more open, wo came upon a 
rudo but with a smoldering fire at the 
door. The hut was made of sticks, stones 
shells and mud. The sticks had. been 
broken off by hand, and the shelter was a 
fairly good one against any son of weath 
er. 
In the interior we found a bed of dr; 


grass, shells which were used for cooking 
urensils, and what might be called the re 
mains of a lady's hat, dress, cloak and a 
pair of shoes. 
All these things were ol( 


and ragged and ready to fall to pieces, bu 
they proved beyond a doubt that the wqm 
an was n. white woman. 
We argued tha 


they further proved that she had reached 
the island from some wreck. If the loneli 
ness of her situation and the hardships to 
which she had been exposed had not affect 
ed her mind, she would -have appeared be-J 
fore ua as-soon as we had landed. We be- 
gan our search for her by calling aloud, 
telling who. we were and asking her to 
como forward, but there was no response. 
We then separated a distance of a few feet 
and swept across the island. 
We found 


many places where she had broken .off 
branches and gathered wild fruit, and on 
the other beach we found her tracks in tho 
Band, but nothing could be seen of the 
woman herself. 


As our stay at the Island would, he lor 


.three or four days, tho captain ordered 
that bedding and provisions be placed in 
tho abandoned h'ut Cor use of tho woman, 
and'that we should inako no further hunt 
[or her. A letter was written and placed 
rdth the things, giving her the name of 
tho ship and saying we were friends, and 
then wo went about our own work. At 
night \vo all went on board ship, and next 
morning it was ascertained that the wom- 
an had spent tho night in her hut. Sho 
had nmdc a bed of tho blankets end eaten 
of tho provisions, but she bad torn the let- 
ter into five pieces and that probably with- 
out reading it. Wo wero satisfied, how- 
ever, as she must reason that wo meant 
her no harm, nnd we hoped to get sight of 
her by the time wo wore ready to depart. 
Wo heard nothing of her, on tho second 
day, nor the next, but sho occupied her 
hut again and nto heartily of tBo provi- 
sions. Wo left other letters for hor, but sho 
tore each up. 
On tho fourth day, as wo 


had quite finished, it was determined to 
run tho woman down and discover who 
eho was. To make a speedy and thorough 
job of this everybody but tho cook was 
landed—some 45 men in all. Wo stretched 
out across tho head of tho island in skir- 
mish lino and then swept down its length 
and back again, nnd it was on tho return 
thnt wo started her out of u thick b&h. 
Wo could not got a fair sight of her under 
tho trees, but wo inndo out that sho had 
on n sorb of jacket of sailcloth nnd was 
bareheaded nnd barefooted. 
Upon boina; 


driven out of her cover sho ran liko n doer 
snd WHS soon out of sight. Wo had spent 
iilxmt an hour in looking for hor trail 
whon tho lono man left, aboard the ship 
fired iniihkctH and rang tho boll and caus-esl 
us to hasten down to tho beach.

what had happened. The wild woman had 
flanked us and reached the bench and put 
off in one of our whaleboats. Sho was al- 
ready half a mile away, using an oar for a 
paddle, and as soon as she saw us in pur- 
suit she redoubled her exertions.

A week 
nftor sho came to herself we sent her to 
England on board a steamer, and as sho 
was penniless every mini of our crew con- 
tributed to a purso amounting to SloO, 
and sho loft us w i t h n hmulslmke and n 
"God bless you" all around. I henrd of hor 
but once more. That wns six months after 
she had reached Knglniul nud the had not 
yet recovered her memory or been idon- 
|.fied

Commodore Cornelius Vanderbilt forci- 
bly illustrates this beauty of woman's 
devotion. Luck undoubtedly played a 
part in the beginning of Vanderbllt'3 
career, but he made money because of 
his energy and shrewdness, though Mrs. 
Vanderbilt aided him very materially 
at one time when he thought a good in- 
vestment was about slipping through 
his hands owing to his lack of sufficient 
capital. 


When Vanderbilt was an enterprising 


young captain connected with the Un- 
ion line for Philadelphia and Baltimore, 
its wondrous advertisement, reading 
"Through to Baltimore In One Day," a 
position that he had obtained almost 
solely through a dispensation of luck, 
as may be told some other time, his 
steamer, Emerald, left her wharf daily 
(Sundays excepted) at noon on the 
north side of the Battery, with passen- 
gers for New Brunswick and Philadel- 
phia. Many people traveled on the 
boat as far as the former city, for a 
round trip there was a favorite excur- 
sion of those days. 


New Brunswick's hotel, or half way 


house, was unkempt and ill kept. Mrs. 
Vanderbilt saw her opportunity and 
suggested to her husband that they 
should take the hotel, refit it and run 
it in a style that would attract guests. 
Vanderbilt thought well of it, and after 
leasing the hotel he took his family 
from his father's little house at Staple- 
ton to live in New Brunswick. As Mrs. 
Vanderbilt had suggested the scheme, 
her husband told her that she might 
run the hotel herself and have the prof- 
its. Mrs. Vanderbilt was a strong, in- 
dustrious, frugal woman, and she turn- 
ed the hotel upside down, cleaned it 
and made it attractive. She named it 
Bellona Hall, after the steamship Bel- 
lona, which her husband then com-

He wanted to be one of the 
transportation mag-nates of New York, 
and. although his fortune was small, ha 
had valuable ideas, gained from years 
of practical experience as a steamboat 
captain, and he felt sure that if he could 
get the right opening he need not fear 
the greater wealth of his rivals. He 
had complete faith in Mrs. Vanderbilt's 
hotel management and knew that sha 
had saved some money. 


In 1829 a grand opportunity came to 


him. 
The controlling interest in a 


steamship was offered to him for the 
sum of 91S.OOO. His savings amounted 
to $5.000, but he did not know where ha 
could obtain the balance. Naturally, he 
turned to his wife for sympathy, telling 
her of his desires and explaining tfce 
plans by which fortune would be in h!§ 
grasp if he could only buy the steamer. 
She listened to him attentively. "You 
only need 813,000 more, dear husband. 
Why, here it is," she said, as if by ».o-> 
cident she pulled out a great roTi ot 
money from under the bed. 
It must 


have been the proudest moment of her 
life. Not for an instant had her hus- 
band supposed she possessed a tenth of 
the amount. She had saved every cent 
from the profits of the hotel. 


Captain Vanderbilt bought his boat, 


and a. few years later he was the owner 
of a fleet; but his rise in life was owing 
entirely to his wife's careful economy.
